 (1)  Under the Authority of Section 40-12-262, Code of Alabama 1975, Alabama 
has entered into bilateral reciprocal agreements with the jurisdictions shown below. 
These agreements permit the interstate movement of vehicles into or through the 
jurisdictions party to the agreements.

 (2) Furthermore, the Commissioner of Revenue has entered into bilateral 
intrastate reciprocity agreements with the jurisdictions of Georgia, Florida, and Indiana. 
These agreements permit intrastate vehicle operations between states party to the 
agreements for a period up to thirty (30) days.  
 
 (3) On May 8, 1962, the Commissioner of Revenue, acting under the 
authority of Title 51, Section 707, Code of 1940, as amended (now Section 40-12-
262, Code of Alabama 1975), signed the resolution making the State of Alabama a 
member of and party to the agreement known as the Multistate Reciprocity 
Agreement Governing the Interstate Operation of Vehicles. 
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
